Montreal, February 18. — .Montreal 
is suffering from an epidemic of biisi- 
nesR failures. Almost daily reports 
are published of assignments by houses 
of good standing and business men are 
being constantly reminded of the pro- 
phetic warning uttered by the Presi- 
dent of the bank of Montreal at the 
last annual meeting of the bank. The 
board of trade has issued a circular to 
its sister boards and written expres- 
sions of opinion upon the desirability 
of an insolvent act and the subject are 
bcitig warmly discussed here. .Most, 
of tho bankers and merchants seem to 
favor some kind of legislation aiming 
at tho equitable distribution of a bank- 
rupt's assets among his creditors. 
There are not a few, though, who 
point out that the country's greate.-a 
prosperity commenced when the old 
bankruptcy law was abolished. 
Against the inference to be drawn 
from the prevalence of failures, is the 
testimony of the banks to the effect 
that although there was an unusual 
amount of paper falling due at the 
commencement of the month there 
were remarkably few renewals and 
still fewer protests. 

Ml'SICAL. 

.Madame Alhani still cherishes ill 
feeling against the land of her birth 
and has refused an offer of $2500 a 
night to sing in Montreal. Canada 
refused to recognize the musical genius 
in the child who had to go to Albany 
to obtain from a more appreciative 
people, the u id required to promote 
her musical education. Montreal, 
however, persists in being proud of the 
distinguished artiste for whom it did 
so little, and Madame Albani's uncom- 
promising hostility is a great disap- 
pointment to her compatriots, w ho are 
willing to share the triumphs of their 
country woman, although they refused 
to help her in the achievement. 

lolantlie is drawing crowded houses 
at the Academy of Music. The com 
puny includes some clever act-:-. 
Gilbert, who playu the Lord Chancel- 
lor, is as elastically constituted as 
Fred Vokes, and does some very droll 
business. In the full bottomed wig 
(lowing gown of his high office he exe- 
cutes a most amusing dance, every 
step of which is faithfully imitated by 
the train-bearer, train in hand. This 
unique performance never fails to 
"bring down the house." 

CIVIL AFFAIRS. 
Unusual interest is being taken just 
now ill civil all lira and something 
very like a war of races seems to be 
breaking out. The strife originated in 
an attempt vvliii li will doubtless prove 
successful!, to turn the Centre Ward, 
which has hitherto been represented 
by English-speaking aldermen, into a 
French Ward. The effect of this 
would be to transfer the balance of 
power throughout the city from tin- 
English ( lenient io I he Fieuch, and all 
sorts af reprisals are being attempted. 
Mayor Beaudry insists upon contend- 
ing the Mayoralty once more, notwith- 
standing his promise last year not to 
come out again if elected then. lie is 
being pretty freely criticised in conse 
sequence, by people of all nationalities. 

The meetings of the board of revis- 
ory, usually very quiet and dull affairs, 
are remarkable for the vast amount of 
squabbling and little work accomplish- 
ed. There was an amusing division in 
the City Council on Monday over the 
school qaostiou. |i has been publicly 
stated thai out of 70U0 children educa- 
ted under the management of the Ro- 
man catholic school commissioners no 
less than 1000 are beinsj educated 
gratuitously. The royal com mission 
appointed to investigate the school af- 
fairs gem-rally, has found plenty to do. 
The school commissioners w?re asked 
to produce a list of the free scholars ; 
but for reasons thai can only be sur- 
mised, declined to do so, at the same 
lime giving the i xtraordiuarv explana 
lion that all ihe free scholars (and they 
are said to be a thousand strong) were 
the children of emphn e.s of the school 



petitioned to interfere and request the 
school commissioners to produce [lie 
list. Alderman < Srenier vehemently 
piotested against the petition and abus- 
ed the protectant aldermen for pees 
timing to interfere with the affairs of 
the catholic schools. This was an ap- 
peal to religion prejudices which sel 
dom fails in i he ( 'oum-il ; but this time 
the catholic members refused to be 
drawn nwa\ from the main issue, and 
roars of laughter followed the division 
i n which A '.lenuaii ( ir-mier w as found 
to stan I alone, ail Hie other cat liolic 
memoers voting with the proti stunts, 
There v. as ivall\ no question of re 1 i 
gion involved ; but Alderman C!renier, 
by a si range coincidence, happens to be 
the City's School Commissioner. The 
seem- in the Council has greatly inten 
sitied pubiic curiosity about the list. 

FHKK LIHRARY. 

.Montreal is going to have a free li- 
brary at last. 'I'h Hon. J. C. Abbott, 
has issued a circular on behalf of I lie 
Fraser Institute, inviting subscriptions 
towards a SoU.OOO building fund. lie 
heads the list himself with a contribu- 
tion of $1000 and is followed by 
Messrs. Judge Torrence, David Mar- 
rice, and (h W. Stephens, M.l'.P., for 
$1000 each. In addition to these 
money subscriptions valuable presents 
of books and pictures are promised by 
Judge Ramsay and Judge Mackay. 
There seems to be a disposition to eon- 
trute all the literary and art, treasures 
in the city. 

THE WEATHER. 
Thursday night was tie- roughest we 
havo had for a long time, for ten 
years, it ia K.iid. There was not a very 
"heavy fall of snow, but the wind blew 



a perfect hurricane and the snow- 
drifts, especially on the north title of 
the river, proved embarrassing to the 
railway companies. The Southeastern 
train, which left for Doston at t>. 15 
p.m., on Thursday, only got as fur as 
St. Lambert, whore it waited all night 
for a snow plow. The 'passengers en- 
dured Uio detention with more or less 
cheerfulness until one o'clock Fr-day 
morning, when tlie firewood gave out, 
and they begged the conductor to re 
turn to Montreal. lie waited until 
ten o'clock, and then, binding no chance 
of going forward, brought his train 
back to Montreal. At twelve o'clock 
the track was cleared and soon after 
wards the train from Roston due here 
on Thursday evening, arrived at Bona 
venture depot.
